Council members voted unan- 
imously to. approye ' Grimes’ 
request, 


Mayor Charles Cole provided / 


an update regarding the Tyler 


Street road project. He said the . 


bids were received and opened. 
Cole said he understands ‘that 
Carter Construction Company 
of Andalusia was awatded the 


bid at $237,310. 


“We are so glad to see the bids 
opened and awarded,” Cole said 
in regards to the. project. 
“Hopefully, work will begin 
soon.” ‘ 

While on the subject of Tyler 
Street, Mayor Cole also said he 


remains Concerted’ about the 


Hwy. 84’ project where it’¥ 


cross Tyler Street. Being so near: 


to the high school, Cole said ‘it 
concerns ‘him that the intersec- 
tion will not have a’red light. 
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There will be stop signs on 
Tyler Street at the intersection, 
however, Mayor Colé said. he 
worries this will not be good 
enough especially for the buses 
trying to cross four lanes of traf- 
fic, He encouraged everyone to 
contact local representatives 
regarding this in an effort to try 
and get additional safety fea- 
tures for this intersection. 

Mayor Cole said the progress 
continues to be made on_ the 
demolition grant project. He 
said Phase I is nearing comple- 
tion while Phase II has been 
advertised. 

Mayor. Cole said the town 
submitted a bid to purchase the 
National’ Guard Armory build- 
ing in New Brockton. He said 
the submitted bid for the build- 
ing was $45,000, and he has 
been informed the town can pur- 
chase the building for that 
amount.

Charlotte, N.C. In 1975 Inman 
left WBT to become director of 
University relations for ‘The 
University of Alabama, return- 
ing to WBT again in 1979. Over 
the next 17. years, he not only 
would be Charlotte's most rec- 
ognized anchor, he would also 
spend five years as a Sunday 
columnist for The’ Charlotte 
Observer. 

In, 1996 Inman left a 30-year 
career in journalism. to pursue 
his passion for writing. He has 
written. four novels: “Home 
Fires Burning,” “Old Dogs and 
Children,” “Dairy Queen Days” 
and “Captain Saturday,” all pub- 
lished by Little, Brown and Co. 
and all still in print. In 2000 the 
Down Hore Press published a 
collection of his essays titled 
“Coming Home: Life, Love and 
All Things Southern.”

The Abstinence In Motion 


{ (AIM) Project Program empow- 


ers teens to make healthy choic- 
es to ensure brighter futures and 
healthy marriages. 

The project is dedicated to the 
idea that teens, given good 
information, will make the 
choice to remain abstinent until 
marriage, as well as abstain 
from the use of alcohol, drugs, 
and other at risk lifestyles.
